This month, KRAB beqins an excitina new 
series on U.S. foreian policy issues, partially 
funded by a arant from the Washinaton Com- 
mission for the Humanities, entitled "Towards 
a Grassroots Foreian Policy." 

"Towards a Grassroots Foreian Policy" 
describes a lot of what we've been doing with 
the international news programming. Foreian 
affairs is no longer a distant realm of ar- 
cane relationships separated from the citizens 
by a specialized elite. People from the U.S, 
are travelling and working throuchout the 
world, or working for companies that deal 
extensively abroad. International commun- 
ities in our cities are arowina laroer and 
more influential, and our culture is taking 
on an increasingly international character. 
What's happening in Africa or Latin America 
has become more accessible to us; we ignore 
what we see to our own detriment, and often 
at our own peril. 

"Towards a Grassroots Foreign Policy" 
is a seven-month weekly series aimed at 
filling the gaps in our awareness of the 
world beyond our borders, and in our under- 
standing of the aovernment which acts for 
us in the international arena. It is aimed 
at pinpointing and opening up some of the 
local resources available for research and 
action on international issues, while qiving 
local people of all persuasions an opportunity 
to publicly express their opinions over the 
air and in open meetinas. 


"Towards a Grassroots Foreign Policy" 
includes both radio programs and public 
discussions. Each week's prooram is divided 
into three parts, centered around a public 
debate every Tuesday evening. Speakers at 


“these debates will be local experts with 


conflicting opinions on the week's topic, 
and they will be questioned by local com- 
munity leaders on their ideas. Discussion 
Will be open to the audience, with all in- 
vited to participate. 

Prior to the Tuesday debates, on Monday 
evenings, KRAB's International News staff 
will produce a half-hour backaround report 
on the week's topic. By listening to the 
Monday night program, you can be better in- 
formed and able to participate at Tuesday's 
debate. Finally, the debate will be taped 
and broadcast Friday afternoons, for those 
who can't make it out on Tuesday night. 

"Towards a Grassroots Foreiqn Policy" 
opens during the week of September 26, with 
the introductory question, "What have we 
learned from the Vietnam War?" Many people 
see the Vietnam War as a critical turnina 
point in U.S. foreign relations. If so, how 
has it changed us, and how should it chanae 
us? On Monday, September 26, KRAB's Inter- 
national News staff will explore these issues 
in a half-hour program beainning at 7:30. 
Then on Tuesday, September 27, come to a 
public debate and discussion of the questions 


at the Capitol Hill United Methodist Church 
main sanctuary at 16th East and East John, at 
8:00 pm. The church is right next to Group 
Health. Portions of the debate will then be 
broadcast on Friday, September 30, at 3:00 pm, 

The four October programs will follow up 
this introduction with an overview of foreian 
policy making in the United States. The pro- 
arams Will explore the basic values and 
interests which shape policy, and will look 
into conflict within the government and be- 
tween the government and the people over 
foreign affairs. The Tuesday evening debates 
on these questions will also take place at 
the Capitol Hill United Methodist Church, 
and will be preceded by a backaround report 
Monday evenings on KRAB, 

Future debates will take place at other 
locations throughout Seattle. Debate topics 
will include East-West rivalry and detente, 
trilateral relations between Japan, Europe, 
and North America, relations between the rich 
and poor nations, and global/reqional problems. 
Keep these future programs in mind, and we'll 
keep you informed on specific topics and 
locations for public meetings in the KRAB
